The reaction ran its course. In the end 
it was far more irrational than the original 
Macaulay craze had been. It wasitself con- 
demned by authority and ceased to dominate 
small organs of criticism as it had done. It 
can hardly be doubted mow that Macaulay 
will be a read classic instead of a dead classic 
for many years to come, and that his essays 
and his history will delight future genera- 
tions even as they delighted his contempo- 
raries, though, of Sourse, there must be new 
work for the new time.
